Austrian alert 
after ‘Carlos’ 
hijack report 


VIENNA. — nght security has been 
imposed on ^rports throughout 
Austria following a report that a 
West German terrorist group linked 
with the notorious "Carlos" might be 
pjAnniiig an ali-'iliu; in tne 

country. Interpol identified the 
members of the groi^ as Gu enter 
Sonnenberg.

Their pictures were circulated by 
television and newspapers thughout 
the country. 

The three arc suspected of having 
shot a Swiss customs official at 
Loerrach on the West German-Swiss 
border on January 8 and have also 
been charged with various assaults 
In West Germany. 

“Carlos" is the node name for a 
well-known Venezuelan terrorist 
suspected of kidnapping oil 
ministers of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting countries to 
Vienna in December 1975. 

Sources also reported that the 
police forces of West Germany, 
Austria and Switzerland had worked 
out a joint strategy to either seize the 
terrorists or prevent any attack on 
public installations. (AP)

Documents show French officials 


knew identity of Abu Daoud

PARIS. ' — While FVench officials 
from the Foreign and ' Interior 
Ministries stolidly continue to pass 
the buck over the bungling of the Abu 
Daoud affair, the mystery now 
appears less impenetrable. 

Police sources report that several 
days before he was murdered out- 
side the Arab bookshop which he ran 
in Paris, PLO. militant Mahmoud 
Saleh made a trip to Baghdad. 

On his retuzn, French frontier 
police discovered he was carrying 
documents which indicated that the 
Saeka. the Syrian-back^ terrorist 
group, planned to use force if 
, necessary to wipe out opponents of 
Damascus' iron grip on Lebanon. . 

The documents were ^scovered at 
Saleh’s home after he was murdered 
two weeks ago. a killing which osten- 
sibly decided the PLO to send Abu 
Daoud and a delegation of sup- 
porters to Paris for his funeral and to 
conduct an investigation. 

As soon as Abu Daoud arrived m 
Paris under the alias of Touasef Baji 
be was trailed by counter-espionage 
agents. The counter-espionage ser- 
vice Is known to have contacted 
Israel as well as West Germany for 
information about Daoud which 
enabled them to confirm Raji's true 
identity. 


Two uniformed policemen were on 
guard outside his hotel in the 
Fdubourg 'Saint Honore Thursday 
morning. foUowing his arrival on 
Wednesday evening. This makes it 
obvious that, whatever Premier 
Barre and other ministers may 
claim, they too knew who their guest 
was. 

At 6 p.m. the counter-espionage 
service, the DST, was confident 
enough that Raji was In reality Abu 
Daoud to send two men to his hostel. 
At 7.30 he was arrested and taken to 
the Interior Ministry 200 metres 
away down the Faubourg Saint 
Honore for questioning. 

Premier Barre says he was not in- 
formed of the arrest until three 
hours after the arrest nnrf five hours 
after the arrival of the DST at the 
hotel. The FVench police say that 
their British and 'American 
colleagues supplied information 
which helped to corroborate details 
about Abu Daoud's recent 
movements, from Israel and West 
Germany. 

In an toterview which will appear 
tomorrow in the French 
-news-magazine “Le Point,” Alfred 
Seidl, Secretary of State for the 
Bavarian provincial government, 
appears to a key role in the affair. 

Asked why the Germans appeared 
to have lost interest In seeking a 
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speedy extradition of Daoud for the 
Munich Olympic massacre after 
asking him to be held in detention. 
Seidl said : ‘ ‘This Is unfounded. From 
the beginning of the case until the 
totally unexpected release of Abu 
Daoud, the German authorities 
made clear their insistence on get- 
ting him extradited and bringing 
him to justice." 

Seidl said the French bad broken 
with their usual course of action in 
extradition proceedings — of which 
about 50 are handled every year 
between the two countries — by fail- 
ing to give West Germany time to 
seek an extension of Abu Daoud's re- 
mand after the Paris court set him 
free. 

Tbe close contacts between the 
Israel and French police in the affair 
have also come under fire from Abu 
Daoud himself in an; interview with 
"Lc Monde" after his arrival to 
Algiers. 

Describing hls interrogation by the 
counter-espionage service to Paris. 
Daoud said: ’There were moments 
when 1 had the impression 1 was in 
the presence of people from Tcl Aviv 
rather than of FVench policemen." 

The fiasao over Abu Daoud’s 
arrest and release has been con- 
demned here by the International 
League against Racism and antl- 
Semitism in a statement which said : 
“At a time when France expresses 
hopes for a Mldcast peace, it has just 
given its backing to the most uncom- 
promising kind of terrorist.”

Talestinians must have a state’ 


Egypt and Jordan yesterday 
called for resiunption of tbe 
Geneva Middle East conference 
and said 1977 should be a year of 
peace in tbe region. 

A joint statement issued In 
Cairo and Amman at the end of 
three days of talks in Egypt 
between President Sadat and 
King Hussein also said tbe 
Palestinians should have the 
right to establish an Independent 
state. 

It said the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation should be represented 
at the reconvened Geneva con- 
ference as. an independent party on 
the same footing as all the otherpar- 
Ucipants. 

The conference met briefly in 
December 1973, with the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union as co-chairmen, Egypt, 
Jordon and ImraeK'attended It. T^e 
PLO was hot invited and the U.S. cuid 
Israel refuse to deal with it. 

According to the joint statement. 
President &dat and the King — who 
arrived home yesterday — discussed 
the recent developments In the Mid- 
dle East and stressed the need for 
United Arab efforts "in order to 
achieve a just peace in the area on 
the basis of full Israel withdrawal 
from occupied Arab territory." 

Ibey said: “Palestinian le^timate 
rights, including the right to es- 
tablish an independent political enti- 
ty, should be restored." The state- 
ment said King Hussein welcomed a 
proposal by President Sadat that a 
formal link should exist between Jor- 
dan and the future Palestinian state. 

But the King made it clear that 
any such link should he freely decid- 
ed by the Palestinian and Jordanian 
people. . 


King Hussein, and President Sadat 
stressed the ne^ for a unified Arab 
strategy and emphasised the need 
for continued coordination between 
the states facing Israel — Egypt, 
Syria and Jordan. They said rich 
Arab countries should continue to 
support the “confrontation" states'. 

oil producers agreed at the 
Rabat Arab summit in 1974 to pay 
out $l,300m. to Egypt.

AUon, speaking on the Army 
Radio, said that the French also 
damaged the European covenant 
against terrorism, of which they are 
a signatory, by their premature 
release of Ue PLO terrorist leader 
accused of engineering the 1972 
Munich Olympics massacre of 11 
Israeli sportsmeh. 

.The E*rench court’s action was not 
only contrary to the anti-terror ' 
agreement and the extradition 
agreement withlsrael. Allon said. It 
was also not In keepbig with FTeneh 
law, and several French jurists had. 
criticized it. He said Atau Daoud 
should not have been freed after four 
days, but should have been kept fora 
sufficient amount of time to allow 
full. hearing of the Israeli and West 
German requests for the terrorist's 
extradition. 

The Foreign Minister emphasized 
that Israel wanted to maintain cor- 
rect bilateral relations with Franro, 
and that ties between the two coun- 
tries bad their bright as well as their, 
dark moments.

Israel preparing reply 


Israel on Friday received an of- 
ficial French report on the Paris * 
court decision of Tuesday, releasing 
Abu Daoud. *nie report, requested by 
Israel, waa sEtid by officials in 
Jerusalem to contain legal 
arguments already reported and 
refuted by IsraeL A lengthy Israel 
rebuttal was expected to be sent to 
Paris after a study of the French 
report is completed. 

Foreign Minister AUon wOl report 
to the Cabinet today on the Abu 
Daoud affair and IsraelrFreneh 
relations. Israel Ambassador 
Mordechaj Gaslt will be present. 

The Ftencli Ambassador, Jean 
Herly, told a press conference in Tel 
Aviv on Friday that the French court 
decision bad been taken in- 
dependently ■ of any other E*rench 
governmental agency, and on the 
sole iMMifii of French law. It was a 
regrettable affair, which ought nOt 
a&ct continued mutual efforts tor 
Frainco-Israel understanding and 
dialogue. 


"I perfectly understand the 
feeUngsoftlie families of the victims 


ot the Munich massacre — but 
EVench law did not allow us to adopt 
any other derision," he skid. 

'Die court had ruled that a E*rench 
court was not competent to discuss 
whether Abu Daoud was a criminal, 
or extraditable, and once the oourt 
decided, it was impermissible to 
hoW w™ arUtrarUy.

Local research impresses 


U.S. military scientist

HAIFA.— “I have' found some very 
fine and Interesting research going 
on In Israel's univemties," Dr. Ron 
Hask of the U.S. Army's Ehxropean 
Research office In London told 2%s 
Jerusalem Pont here last week. 

Hask, who holds a Pb.D. in 
chemist^, from the University of 
Michigan, is completing a two week 
visit to acquaint himself with 
cbemleal researoh In local univer- 
sities. 

Hask said the London office deals 
with scientific research in most ma- 
jor fields, In Europe, the Middle Elast 
and Africa. “We want to know what 
Mnd of research is being carried out 
and to get acquainted with the acienr 
tists. If we find interesting projects 
going on we try to get the scientists 
in contact with U.S. Army 
researchers for exebange of ideas." 
he said. . 

Bis main Interest Is In basic 
research that may have application 
by the U.S. Army. He stressed that 
he was tooking only for unclassUled 


woric. and the researchers are not 
only entitled to publish it, “but we 
encourage them to do it.” 

Be nried that at fnresent the U.S. 
Army was gpreatly interested in 
pollution control. "The peace-time 
Army must try to keep pollution to a 
minimum and not disturb the 
ecology around Its bases." he ntited. 

Though research budgets bad been 
cut In recent years, “We do have 
some money for sponaoring small 
projects and I have found a lot of 
work being pursued in Israel that 
wUl be of interest to some of our 
srientlsts in the States." be said. 
Besides awarding outii^t research 
grants, his office also enables scien- 
tists to visit the U.S. for direct 
meetings with Army scientists, and 
finances symposia. 

'While he would not talk of the con- 
nectfons his office has In Arab coun- 
tries, Hask said that some projects 
were being carried out there, too. Re 
noted that a scientific liaison officer 
ot the U.S. Air Force European 
bureau would also shortly visit 
Israel's universities.

Israel copied U.S. missile

designer of tbe Shafrir air-to-air mis- 
sile insists that the Shafrir missile 
was not copied from the American- 
made Sidemnder missile. 

In a letter to "Aviation Week and 
Space Technology/' the designer, 
whose name was ^thheld for securi- 
ty reasons, argues that "nothing 
could be further frum the truth.” 
American officials have expressed 
concern over toe eiqxirt of Shafrirs 
to various countries, sa^g that 
Israel was violating Its com- 
mihnfmft s to the UJA ty inuBsIfen’lijg 
weapons containing U.S.- supplied 
teclmology to third countries without 
I»iar U.S. approval. 

Shafrir is an Independent 
development by a dedicated team of 
engineers and technicians, based 
upon Information available in toe 
open literature slaoe early 2959, in- 
cluding. of course, your own most In- 
formative publication,” toe letter said. 

“Except for a superficial external 
resemblance there is almost no 


similarity between these missiles. In 
fact, our first look at the Sidewhuler 
waa in late 1967 — over eight years 
later — when we examinro a cap- 
tured Rusrian-made Atoll. 

“While there certainly were a 
number of interesting surprises, no 
important design changes resulted 
from this new information. In any 
case this was not the result of either 
technology transfer or arms sales to 
Israel. 

“If toe State Department is look- 
ing for excuses to limit the participa- 
tion of Israeli Industries in defence 
procurements, this should not be 
done by deprecating the efforts of 
this fine avionic design team."

The parole, or exception to im- 
xnigraiiDn quotas, was extended to 
persons in Borne who have left the 
Soviet Union in the last tew months. 
Justice . Department sources said. 
Between 200 and 300 are not Jewish. 

The 4,£N70 peraonu all were eligible 
for adzoisslon to the U.S.. but have 
been required to remain in Rome 
because there were not enough visa' 
numbers available to them under 
limits aet by the Immigration and 
Nationality Act. The parole authorl- 
tj was also exercised, on behalf of the 
Soviet refugees in 1973 and 1974. 
Since then, the visas available have 
been sufQcdent to permit expedltiaas 
acceptance of the zefageea, it was 
announced. 

The approval was accomplished 
by a combination of people IBrom the 
V^te House. Justice Department, 
and Congress. According to reports. 
President Ford was aware of this ef- 
fort and “very pleased” by it. (JTA)

A Druse 
youngster, driv^ a tractor, told 
The Jentaalern Post on T^^lday 
that now only “old folks who have 
no licence and women" ride 
donkeys. 

Abandoned donkeys, aa a

But then he grinn- 
ed and added: *T believe they 
even find their way to your meat 
counters...” 


2/3 of inflation caused by gov't 


TWO-THIRDS of the inflation In 19T6 

— which is estimated at 37 per cent 

— was directly caused by govern- 
ment policy, according to a first 
analyals Ity economists. These fac- 
tors include creeping devaluatians, 
the flashing of subeldies, the in- 
creases in oil price and in rates for 
government services, and the im- 
posltlan of the Value Added Tax. 

Of theae, 22 Mr cent, out of 37, of 
go v c m ment-lnanced inflation. VAT 
contributed only 8 percentage 
points. This is seen as proof that not 
all of the 8 percent VAT was passed 
on to the consainer. 

Although wages went up by 83 per 


cent in the pubfic sector and by about 
86 per cent in the private aector In 
the period January —November, the 
total eontribntlott of the rise in 
nominal wages, including tbe cost of 
living allowances, was only 8 per 
cent of the total price increase. 

The final data for the whole year, 
to be published shortly, probably will 
'show that real wages in the public 
sector declined by about 5 per cent 
during the year, while thoae of the 
private sector went iqi by some z-8 
per cent.

Levinger wants 
civilian trial 

RAHALEjAH. — The trial of Sryat 
Arba Rabbi Moshe Levinger for 
allegedly disobeying on Rosh 
Hashana an order barring him from 
nearby Hebron reopened here on 
' Thnraday after a aix-week suspen- 
sion, with a new panel. 

All three judges are now men with 
legal e^Qierience. as the defence had 
demanded at the last session. But 
they found themselves faced with 
another procedural issue — the 
defence's contention that Rabbi 
tievlnger should be tried by an 
Israeli civil court rather than by a 
military court. 

The judges — Sgas Aluf Melr Hoff- 
man, Sgan Aluf Ya’acov Grand Rav- 
Seren Ylsrael (foldbe^g — said they 
would give their decision bn whether 
to disquality themselves at-the-next 
session, od January 23. 

The Rabbi’s lawyer, Dan Avl- 
Titzhak, maintained that tbe courts 
system in Judea-Samaria could not 
be separated from that of Israel, and 
that the same principles must apply 
in both. R was a violation of Justice 
and of the Israeli principle of separa- 
tion of powers that the some body 
(the army) should make the laws, 
prosecute those accused of 
transgressing them, appoint the 
judges and constitute the final 
appeals authority, he declared. 

Although he had nothing against 
the judges making up the court, the 
militazy courts in Judea-Samaria 
had not been set up to try Israeli 
citizens, be said. There wasao objec- 
tion from the prosecution when the 
attorney noted that tbe proaeeution 
could have had Rabbi Levinger 
brought to trial In an Israeli court. 

The prosecution did object, 
however, when the attorney 
protested that the charges include 
the offence of having prayed on Rosh 
Hashana at Hebron’s Avraham 
Avlnu Synagogue. The attorney said 
this was not a subject for the courts 
as there was no law against praying 
in a holy place. 

Hie prosecution said this was 
irrelevant. (Itim)

UNITED NA'nONS. — The Inter- 
nationaJ League for Htunan Rights 
charged Friday that Iraq has ex- 
ecuted at least 227 Kurdish political 
prisoners and sent 25,000 more to 
concentration camps since 
proclaiming a Kurdish anmesty two 
years ago. 

Tbe league said another 200 to 300 
Kurds are being tortured In prison 
and as many as 300,000 have been 
forcibly evicted from their homes 
and relocated with the aim of 
"destroying the Kurdish identity.” 

The League's figures came in a 
report to UN Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim protesting a UN com- 
mittee's acceptance of an official 
Iraqi report on the status of its Kur- 
dish minority of 2.5 million. (UPl)

LONDON. — World statesmen joined 
Britisb leaders in tributes to one 
time Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden, a statesman U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger called "one of 
the two towering figures” of the 20th 
century political scene. 

Eden died at his peaceful country 
home 135 km west of London am 
Thursday. He was 79. Five days 
earlier he was flown home by special 
Royal Air Force jet from a Florida 
vacation, to fulfil his wish to die at 
home. 

Queen Elizabeth II and Prime 
Minister James Callaghan’s govern- 
ment led the British honours to the 
"gallant soldier" and "outstanding 
diplomat" who staunchly opposed 
European fascism in the 1930s. 

The Rouse of Commons will ad- 
journ early tomorrow os its mark of 
respect to the man who, at tbe right 
liand of Winston Churchill, helped 
shape the destiny of nations over two 
of the world's bloodiest decades. 

"He was one of the towering 
figures of this century’s Inter- 
national poiitica^Bcene." Kissinger 
said. President Gerald ¥^>rd, West 
Geraan Chancellor Helmut ScbznJdt 
and French and other elder 
statesmen added their own respects. 

But for the last 20 years of his life, 
Eden — a commoner ennobled as 
first Earl of Avon — was a forgotten 
man in the shadows. 

The shadow was cast by Suez. 
Eden was a major architect of the 
1958 invasion of toe Suez Canal Zone 
by Britain. France and Israel in a 



bid to wrest control of toe canal from 
Egypt's Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

^en then was prime minister and 
the three had to withdraw because of 
toe opposition of the Elsenhower ad- 
ministration spearheaded by then 
Secretary of State John Faster 
Dulles. 

The Middle East Affair broke 


Eden's health and his career — 
ironically, because the Arab world 
was his great speciality. Soon after 
he retired from the active political 
life begun glitteringly two decades 
earlier. 

In 1935 at the age of S3 he was the 
youngest foreign secretary in more 
than 100 years. His movie star looks 
and elegance prompted the term 
"pinstripe^ diplomacy” and his 
favoured iiomburg hats were an in- 
ternational trademark. 

He joined forces with Churchill in 
1938 after resigning from the 
government because then Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain was 
doing little to halt Hitler and 
Mussolini. 

With Churchill finally the war 
leader, Eden was again foreign 
secretary and sat at GhurehlU's side 
at all- the great Allied Conferences 
of World War II -^- Teheran. 
Casablanca, Quebec."* Cairo. 
Moscow. Washington. Yalta and 
Potsdam — where today’s world was 
shaped. 

Tnth tbe late Vyacheslav Molotov 
of the Soviet Union he stitched 
together the 1954 Geneva agreement 
on Indochina that temporarily halted 
the Indochina War. 

Eden is survived by his widow. 
Lady Clarissa — a niece of Churchill 
— and his son. Nicholas, 46. by his 
first marriage. The funeral at toe 
nearby 500-year-old Alvediston 
parish church this week will be 
private, but a memorial 'service is 
planned for later. (UPI) 


Suez finished him, but without regret

LONDON. — Anthony Eklen's handl- 
ing of the Suez crisis, amid charges 
of inciting an Israeli attack on 
Egypt, rent Britain as deeply as any 
other event this century. On the left, 
he was accused of behaving like 
Hitler over the Danzig Corridor. On 
the right — and in France — be was 
criticised for obeying the UN 
ceasefire call before the entire Suez 
Canal had been occupied and Presi- 
dent Nasser ousted from power. 

However, be never apologized for 
the action, whicb he persisted in see- 
ing as a confrontation between 
democracy and dictatorship, 
reminiscent of the 1930's. Be also 
saw it as part of the struggle 
between the West and the Soviet 
Union for mastery of the Middle 
East. 

Although he never admitted direct 
collusion with Israel, he was later to 
justify Suez chiefly in terms of tbe 
successes gained by Israel in Sinai, 
whom he regarded as tbe small em- 
battled democracy menaced by a 
totalitarian foe. Three years ago he 
agreed to become patron of tbe 


Conservative Party’s Friends of 
Israel organization. 

Jji his memoirs, published in 1980, 
Eden paid warm tribute to David. 
Ben-Gbrion. who "by a combination 
of brilliant courage and firmness... 
was able to secure for his country 
one capital advantage — the passage 
of the Gulf of Aqaba to the port of 
EKlat. which could transform the 
economy of Israel and make 
everything that small country had 
endured worthwhile.” 

Referring to the Israeli attack on 
Fgypt, he wrote that since a clash 
was inevitable, given Nasser's 
declared Intentions. *Tt was far 
better that it should not happen at a 
moment of Egypt's choosing." 

Eden himself placed much of the 
blame on the U.S. and partieuiariy 
on Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, with whom he was on bad 
personal terms. He also became con- 
temptuous of toe UN, noting that, 
three years after Suez, it gave "little 
more than a whimper” when Nasser 
went back on pled^s to allow Israeli 
cargoes through toe canal. He was to 
argue persistently that many of the 
subsequent events tn the Middle 


East — toe spread of Nasserism and 
Soviet influence, toe collapse of the 
Baghdad Pact, the massacre of 
Iraq's ruling family — would not 
have occured if the 1958 expedition 
had succeeded. 

A first-class Arabic scholar and 
speaker, Eden had long been in- 
volved In Middle East affairs. In tbe 
face of rising Arab nationalism, he 
planned to maintain Britain's 
supremacy based on alUances with 
her traditional friends, such as the 
Haslieinite rulers in Iraq and Jor- 
dan. 

As early as 1941, Eden began 
publicly to endorse the concept of 
pan-Arab political unity, in speeches 
intended to deflect pro-Gcrman sym- 
pathies among the Arab masses. 
This led dirc^y to the establish- 
ment of toe Arab League in 1944 
which Egypt was to join the follow- 
ing year. 

Whereas tbe League's members 
were motivated mainly by anti- 
23 onism, Eden hoped that it would be 
a post-war framework for a Middle 
defence pact and that It would 
also embrace non- Arab states like 
Turkey. (JTA)

Oyer 60 die as record cold 
lashes American Mid- West 


CHICAGO. ~ More than 60 people 
have died in the worst winter 
weather on record to grip the centra! 
U.S. 

And as more snowstorms swept 
across .the American Mid- West on 
the weekend, blizzards lashed large 
areas of Europe, causing travel 
chaos and death in Britain. Italy, 
Switzerland, Austria and West Ger- 
many. 

Chicago is shivering in its coldest 
winter for 104 years and 
temperatures of minus 39 centigrade 
have been recorded In northern 
Minnesota. Even usnally mild areas 
in Missouri and Kentuc^ bave been 
hit by severe snowatonnB and bitter 
cold. 

Many of the deaths in North 
America have been attributed to 
road accidents or heart attacks 
while shovelling snow. 

In Italy, heavy snowfalls caused 
avalanctes in the Alps, killing at 
least nine people in two days. With 


several mountain communities cut 
off and a number of passes blocked, 
conditions were described as the 
worst for 10 years. 

The whole of Britain was covered 
in snow on Thursday. Weathermen 
dubbed it "the day of the giant 
snowflake” as road, rail and air 
traffic was hit by the toughest winter 
conditions since 1963. 

The forecast was for more snow 
and ice with an intense depression 
over southern England gradually 
moving across Europe. 

Heavy snowfalls were reported In 
southern Gerroany and Switzerland 
where two Alpine villages were cut 
oft. And 200 vehicles were stuck In 
snow on a motorway near Dmsbruefc. 
Austria. 

The bitter weather in the 
U.S. — Chicago has been well below 
freezing potot for 18 days ^ has 
caused heating fuel shortages, for- 
cing schools and businesses to close 
in some areas. ( Reuter) 


Film star Peter Finch dies at 60 


LOS ANGELES. ^ FUm star Peter 
Finch, whose last movie role was as 
Prime leister Yitzhak Rabin.

U3NDON — During 1978 tbe searcb 
for a Middle East peace settlement 
marked time because of the 
American Presidential elections and 
the civil war in’the Lebanon. But by 
tbe end of tbe year, with the elections 
over and a cease-fire holding to the 
Lebanon, the stage was being set for 
renewed negotiatlona between Israel 
and the Arab states InlSTT. A resolu- 
tion of the United Nations General 
Assembly called for the reconvening 
of the Geneva Middle East peace 
conference by the end of March, in 
accordance with a proposal from 
Egypt. 

It seems unlikely however that, 
even if the Geneva conference were 
recalled, this deadline couM be met. 
For the new U.S. Administration 
would probably need more time to 
work out ita Middle East approach. 
And the elections In Israel in May 
also suggested likely delay. 

'Rjcre were other uncertainties: 
should the renewed peace talk* try to 
resume the step by step negotiations 
carried on by Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger or was it now time 
to attempt a comprehensive 
settlement? What would be the role 
of the Palestinians in the 
negotiations and in a settlement? 
What part would Russia, nominally 
co-chairman with the United States 
of the Geneva conference, play to 
the peace talks? 

In one of his valedictory 
statementa, Kissmger said he believ- 
ed the prospects for a Middle Elast 
settlement were now better than 
ever before. There were several 
reasons for this optimism. The first 
was the seeming recognition by both 
Israel and most of the Arab states 
that their dispute could no longer be 
settled by war but only through a 
political solution. The second point, 
emphasised by the disastrous civil 
war to the Lebanon, was that tbe 
continued existence of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict would aggravate all 
other tensions to the area, those 
between the Arab states, within 
Arab society and between the super- 
powers. 


ISTANBUL. — Turkey has decided 
to sign a controversia] political doeu- 
ment with the Soviet Union 
providing for closer friendship and 
cooperation. The document, known 
as tbe Agreement of Friend^p and 
Cooperation, wlU be the nearest 
thing to a non-aggression treaty. The 
Russians have tried to .conclude a 
non-aggression pact with Turkey, 
but the Turks are constrained by 
tbeir alliance wlthNATO. They have 
agreed instead to sign an accord, 
providing for respect of their in- 
dependence and sovereignty, non- 
interference and closer ties, political 
consultations and efforts to promote 
detente and the Itelstokl spMt. 

Turkey's Western allies have 
viewed the agreement with suspicion 
and concern, particularly at a time 
when Turkey's relations with the 
United States face a crisis. 

Turkish officials say the agree- 
ment would aim only at improving 
relations with their northern 
neighbour and would not be different 
from similar accords signed by some 
of the western allies with the War- 
saw Pact countries. They see no 
reason why the West should "be con- 
cerned with such a Turkish move.

Have Cypriots settled down? 


‘Partition is there, and cannot be undone*

The war to the Lebanon held 
lessons for Arabs in particular. The 
combination of Palertinian militan- 
cy with local radical revototlonariea 
was an alarm signal for the conser- 
vative Arab states, led by Saudi 
Arabia. Their leaders aawit as a por- 
tent for the future. Without a peace 
settlement they would have 
simultaneously two sources of in- 
stability — from inevitable social 
tensions at home through the rapid 
development paid for oU money, 
and from the unsettled Palestinian 
question. Consequently they began 
to throw their weightnot only behind 
a settlement to the Lebanon but also 
behind- a-:general Mld^ -Easteca 
peaee'|rtratej 3

tion Oigan isati on to tl\e Lebanon by 
the'Syrikii omy also aHb'cfed thiTdif^ 
titudes of the PLO leadership. While 
it sharpened the resistance of the 
left-w^ "zejeettoaists'' to a com- 
promise political settlement, it 
strengthened the trend among other 
PLO elements to accept a settlement 
with Israel. 

So, the third cause for optimism is 
that tbe Arabs are now more united 
on a moderate Une than they have 
ever been. Syria, Egjrpt. Jordan and 
at least part of the Palestinians, 
backed ^ Saudi Arabia and other 
Arab oil states, are ready to 
negotiate a* settlement based on 
acceptance of Xarael within its 1967 
borders and some form of «Atiiwui.i 
entity for the Palestinians in the 
West Bank and Qaza. (Ofns) 


The Soviet Union and Turkey have 
already exchanged drafts of the 
agreement. *nie TurkiiAi Foreign 
Ministry experts are now working to 
reconcile their draft with the Rus- 
sian version. Turkish Foreign 
Minister Ihsan Sabri Caglayangil is 
expected to visit Moscow next 
month, when the agreement is likely 
to be finalised to principle. The 
Russians insist that the agreement 
should be signed at Prime 
Ministerial level, when Premier 
Suleyman Demirel pays the long- 
waited official visit to the Soviet 
Union. But Demirel is not expected 
to go to Moscow — or any foreign 
country — before March, because of 
the budget debates to tbe Turkish 
Parliament and the shaky position of 
his coalition government. Observen 
here do not believe that the Sovlet- 
Turkish political domunent will be 
signed before next spring. 

Turkish officials admit that the 
signing of such a political document 
would be the culzninatloa of recent 
efforts for a rapprochement between 
the two countries, after long years of 
tension and mistrust. T^se efforts 
cotocide with the deterioration of 
Turkey's ties with the U.S. and other 
western allies, and are seen as a 
move to follow a more balanced, in- 
dependent foreien ooliev. 


A new major step In »na direction 
has also been taken with the signing 
of a Soviet-Turklsh economic and 
technical cooperation agreement to 
Moscow. The 10-year agreement 
which was concluded during a visit 
of the Turkish Minister of Energy, 
Salahattin Killc, provides for the ex- 
pansion of an irra and steel complex 
and an aluminium plant already 
built by the Russians, as well as for 
possible Soviet assistance to the im- 
^ementation- of 16 'Other-lmportanl 
d^relopment. projects, Including^aix 
oil refinery on iSirkey'a Black Sea 
coast, dams and .hydroelectrical 
power stations. 

Russian and Turkiah experts will 
jointly study these projects and the 
Soviets win then decide which pro- 
jects they would be prepared to 
carry out. Turkish officials say the 
Russians would be interested to Im- 
plementing most of these projects 
and grant to Turkey credite worth 


TENS OF THOUSANDS of Cypriots 
on both the Greek and ’Turkish sides 
will cany their hate and their hopes 
for reveoge all the way to their 
graves, and just tidjrtog up all the 
political loose ends will take a long 
time. But the real settlement on 
pyprus is already there to be seen, 
rough-hewn but near permanent. 

•It is two and a half years since the 
Turkish landing of July 1974, and the 
whole north of the island is as solidly 
Turkish as any province of the 
mainland. The old Greek place 
names have disappeared entirely, 
and the last few thousand Greek 
villagers who were trapped on the 
wrcHig aide of tbe line by Qxe l>jrltiBh 
army’s rapid advance wfl] all have 
been evicted and moved south within 
the next six months. 

The plight of these new refugees is 
one that has been shared by almost 
half tbe population of Qy^ua over 
the past three years. On an island of. 
less than 700,000 people, some 200,000 
Gkreek Qrpriote have fled south and 
about 90,000 TurUah Qyprlota have 
moved north. 

Each side has long sinee parcelled 
out the homes and lands left behind 
by the Greeks or Turks to ineomiz^ 
refugees, though no transfer is yet 
regarded as fully legal. Partition has 
occurred, and cannot be undone; all 
that remains is the question of 
whether it wiU actually be called as 
such. 

The fact of partxtian remains an 
unpopular truth to the south, ^le 
&eek-Cypriot community is still 
hall-dazed by the brutal suddenness 
with which It lost oomjdete control of 
Glyprua, and unutterably bitter at be- 
ing jammed back into only three- 
fifths of the island. But in the north 
the Turkish Cyp riot s have the air of 
troglodjrtes newly emerged into the 
light and fresh air after tibeir 18-year 
ordeal by siege. 

There is simply no question to 
tteir minds of goi^ back to the old 
sitaatioa-'-wfaerEKTurkiah minoritiea 
lived scattenedthroHghout the totowi? 
at the mercy of the Gtoeek-Qypriot 
majority. Each family has its horror 
story (as do -many Greek-Qjrt^ct 
families). In many Tuzklah-^'^ot 
areas more than.half the young men 
ntigrated abroad between 1963 - 74 , 
driven by the total lack of work 
within their sealed-off enclaves. 
Some 30,000 of them have now come 
back, boosting the Turltish-f^rlot 
population up to about 150,000. 


What about the "long struggle*’ 
which has been the watchword of the 
Greek Cypriot government for many 
months? It has been interpreted by 
those who lost their homes in 1974 as 
a promise to struggle for the re- 
creation of the Cyprus of the 1960s, 
with the Greeks living everywhere 
and on top everywhere. 

But while President Archbishop 
Makarios has let this interpreta- 
tion run as part of his strate^ for 
matotaiziing political support (and 
postponing a further radicalisation 
of Greek-Ctypriot politics on the 
Palestinian model) , he has recently 
been talking far more realistically 
tor the international audience. He 
now tacitly accepts a federal solu- 
tion for C^rus, with the Turkiah 
minority guaranteed a share of the 
island for its own. 

No one would imagine that 
Makarios does this gla^y, but he 
knows that nothing more is now 
possible, and that the passage of 
time could bring even less palatable 
alternatives to the fore. Union 
between the northern part of Cyprus 
and Turkey is not possible, since the 
present Turkish government (and 
almost any imaginable replace- 
ment) is dead against it. It is only 
pressure from Ankara that keeps the 
federal option alive, and prevents 
the Turkiah Qypriot leader. Rauf 
Denktash, from declaring unilateral 
independence. 

WRbin a federal solution, the main 
thing to be settled is whether the 
Turkish Cypriots relinquish any of 
the 38 per cent of the island they now 
hold, and if so how much. The 
formerly G&reek central area of tbe 
city of Famagusta, near the present 
dividing line, has beext left unoc- 
cupied by the Turks for all this time, 
and giving back that alone could 
allow over a third of the Greek 
refugees to go home. Beyond that, 
however, there seems little teiritory 
that is negotiable. 

Things in Cyprm are not now as 
tense as the propagandists seek to 
suggest. The physical separation of 
the eommuaities-ihaB' brought: tiwp 
and. a hall .yean of.iinprecedented 
freedom " from -intercom mtmal 
murder and massacre. The Greek- 
Cypriot ' economy has recovered 
almost miraculously from the 
staggering blow of 1974. Despite all 
the Greek-Cypriot suggestions to the 
contrary, and in spite of their own in- 
experience at self-rule and some 
blunders, the Turkista-Cypriots are 
not coUapstog Into a subsistence- 
level economy either. 


Arab foreign ministers start Cairo talks

LONDON. — Former' Lebanese 
president Suleiman Franjiyeh has 
settled in London, according to 
members of the Lebanese Christian 
community here, who says he has 
bought a house in south London. 


CAIRO.— Relations witb Europe 
and Africa, the maintenance of 
peacekeeping forces in Lebanon, and 
financial aid to Arab "confron- 
tation" states wore on the agenda of 
an Arab foreign ministCia con- 
ference which opened here yester- 
day. 

Arab League Sccretary-(3eneral 
Mahmoud Riad called the meeting 
originally to prepare for next 
month’s round of the Arab-Buropean 
dialogue at Tunis and the Arab- 
Afrlcan summit conference schedul- 
ed for March 7 in Cairo. Another 
item was added to the agenda when 
the Lebanese Government requested 
a six-month extension of the man- 


date of a Joint Arab Force keeping 
the peace in Lebanon following 19 
months of civil war. 

Arab diplomats said renewal of the 
mandate, which expires next April, 
is a foregone conclusion., despite- 
some financial difficulties. 

The predominantly-SyrIan force 
was created last October under a 
Peace Plan formulated and en- 
dorsed at two summit conferences in 
Riyadh and Cafro. The cost of up- 
keep for six months was then fixed at 
$90 miiHnn- the officials sold. but up 
to now only about $68 million has 
been paid by contributors for the 
first term. 

On the sidelines of the ministerial 


conference, nine members will get 
together to put the final touches on a 
financial aid programme to bolster 
the Arab military effort against 
Israel. This meeting will group 
donors Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, the 
United Arab Emirates, Qatar and 
Bahrain along with the recipients — 
S'gypL Syria. Jordan and the PLO. 

League officials said ministerial 
discussions on the Arab Ehiropean 
dialogue, which began in 1975 witn 
European emphasis on economic 
cooperation, will center on an Arab 
bid to secure greater political sup- 
port In the conflict with Israel from 
the nine members of the European 
Common Market.

Halm Weln confirmed to 
2%e Jt-ruealem Post last week that 
South Africa’s exclusion from all 
these sports la final. A total of 23 
sports are being contested at the 
July Maccabiah. 

The International federations of aU 
seven sports have expeUed South 
Africa because of racial discrimtoa- 
jUon, and ruled that athletes from the 
republic In their particular sport 
caniiot participate In any inter- 
national meet, Maccabiah is one 
of some half-dozen regional games 
granted official- recognition by the 
International Olympic Committee 
and it is therefore subject to the 
rules of the world bodies and all the 
sports federations grouped within it. 

However, to the case of swimming, 
football and table tennis the IMGC is 
still hoping to persuade the 
federations concerned to waive their

■ Friday's tOgh Court decision ordering’ the Independent 
Ldberal BUniaters to' resnatn in the Rahln caretaker govexn- 
ment. and infonnlng the NBP Ulnistere that they must remain 
out is in obvious keeping with the intent of the lam Involved. 
0%e argumeuta adduced hy the two losing, parties in the orders 
met discharged by the High Court were certainly unconvincing. 

Yet while the court was clear in its rulings, the laws should 
now be reviewed in the li^t of the lessonS’i^chshouldhopeful- 
Jy be learned from the present political crisis. . 

The 48>hour clause in the Basic Law giving ' resigning 
Ministers ample time to reconsider their -possibly rash 
realgnatloxis is outdated. 'It evokes a chummy Old Boys Club 
view ot'Cabinet politics. A more mature, flexible and effective 
politics would seem to require the opposite; a demystiflcatlqn of 
tte Cabinet and of the post of Cal^et Bflnlster. 

Cabinet - resignations, sackingB and appointments should 
become a much -more commonplace and frequent affair in such 
a new polittes. unhindered by legal he<!^;lng. 

Ihe High Court's decision to hack the Prime Minister's ri^t 
to sack offending Ministers without the 48-hour clause applying 
Is thus a step in the right direction. Regardless of the ulterior 
motives behind hia-step, Mr. Rabin should he comzhended for 
being the first Prime Minister to activate the punitive 
prerogative provided by the law. 

In the wedee of his action, it Is a shock to realize that we have 
been willing for so long to live with a system that permits 
Banisters of a govemment parfy to abstain from or support a 
motion of no-confidence without retribution. 

Of even greater concern, however, is the fact that the law as 
presently formulated .results in an obvious travesty of the foun- 
dations of parliamentazy democracy. How else should one view 
a law which installs a caretaker government devoid of majority 
support and perpetuates it in incontestable power for a period irf 
at least seven months from resignatiozi to the establishment of a 
postpelection government? 

There is sometiiJng basically remiss with a law which com- 
pels Bflnisters to serve in the Cabinet against their will and com- 
pels a Prime Bfinister to keep on retellious or embarrassing 
BGnisters against his will. This is not some fine hypothetical 
point in arcane constitutional law. For it is already, apparent 
that the relations between Messrs. Rabin and Peres will be ex- 
acerbated to the extreme in the 4-8 weeks durhig which they will 
vie for the Labour Party's nomination. 

One of the two will quite clearly win and the other lose, in what 
promises to be a vehement fight. Yet the two will be irrevocably 
locked up together in the Chblnet at least until July. And at 

a time when jpaxlmum coordination and mutual confidence 
between the Prime Bfinister and Defence BSnlster is essential 
as never before. 

It is perhaps too much to expect that leading poUtleiana will 
tear themselves away from the election year fremy to pay heed 
to the urgent lessons tliat should be learned form the p^ent 
crisis. Isr^l’s community of constitutional jurists and lawyers, 
in government and out; should, however, be giving urgent, 
thought to the changes that should be initiated in our con- 
stitutional laws after the elections. 


Breaking old habits 


ONE OF THE inm laws of Israeli politics states that existing 
pofitical parties do not glvq up the ghost willingly.. The decision 
'Ot Shmuel Taznir and Us Free Centre party to merge with the 
tfiadln pasty -on the latter’s draconic terms would seem to 
provide an additional indication that all the old iron laws may 
not endure in tlUs election year. , 

The Free Centre's risky step should be appreciated as a step 
toward clarifying political choices for the electorate. The same 
may be said of Bifr. Benyamtn Halevy, formerly of the Likud, 
who has also joined the DMC after constituting a faction of one 
in the Knesset for some time. They deserve to be commended 
for beizig that rare species of political animal willing to give iq> a 
B^oesset seat In return for a far from sure place in a risky 
political adventure. 

The Free Centre's dramatic step was clearly the result of Blr.. 
Taznlr's pragmatic readfog of the new political circumstance, 
in which the .Centre T^th its message of a new politics and new 
faces seems to have been preempted by the YadUn forces. Ih this 
hew situation,- his chances of winning a sure place on a DMC 
Knesset list seem to be at least as good as goinglt alone. The 1,- 
200 registered members and the several thousand active sym- 
pathizers of which Mr. Tamir speaks would probably have been 
insufficient to keep him fax tiie Knesset. 

At the DMC’s foshsteiice, the two Free Centre BCKs and Blr. 
Halevy will be entering the new party divested of the moneys 
and televislan time which is the election year due of all aitting 
BIKs. This is a price the Yadin people have been insisting on in 
order to preserve their image of untainted political reformers. 

If the Image is fodeed retained, and even reiziforced by this 
gesture, the price is not exorbitant.

THE BABBINATE^S DUTY 


On the eve of a scheduled meeting 
with President Sadat in Cairo, 
PHILIP KLUTZNICK, a leader 
of the World Jewish Congress, 


stopped off in Jerusalem last 
week. Here he was interviewed 
by reporter JUDY SrBGBD. 


THE U.S.ADM1NISTRATEON under 
Jimmy Carter win pursue a more ac- 
tive and effective policy at the UN ^ 
especially oh matters of inter- 
national terrorism, according to 
Philip Klutzzzick. a former American 
diplomat and currently chairman of 
the governing, board of the World 
JewhA Congress. ■ 

Klutzniek said that Andrew 
Youxig, the ambasSador-deslgnate to 
the UN, “would make a dllferezice'’ 
in the expression of Amerlcsn policy 
there. Asked If Outer wxxuld use 
pressure on Israel to reach a settle- 
ment with the Arabs in the coming 
monthSk the 69-year-oId Klntznick 
replied: “Pressure and oounter- 
pressore are always Involved in in- 
ternational relations, although you 
shoukbi't say the words out loud. 
When a countzy asks for something, 
it may be asked lor somethixig In 
return.*' But he believes that -the 
U.S. will “remain firm behind 
Israel." 

The Missouri-born lawyer, banker 
and isdustiialist is on a fizst-oame 
basts with many officials in 
Washington (and those soon to 
arrive with Carter) — including 
Cyrus Vance. Renzy iOssinger and 
Zbigniew Brzezinaki. A Ufe-long 
Democrat, be was appointed com- 
missioner of the U.S. ^blic Housing 
Authorily by Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
and ambassador to the UN 
Economic and Social Council fay 
John Kennedy. He was also one d 16 
foreign policy experts who prepared 
the controversial Brookings Institu- 
tion study on the Bllddle East In 
December 1975. (*T signed it." he 
said, “but I dent endorse every 
word in it".) 

Klutznlck's planned trip to Egypt, 
along with Barm Guy de Rothschild. 
Rabbi AlexanderSchindlerand Liord 
Fisher of Camden, “will not be a 
world-shattering event." he 
asserted. “It won't resolve the 
problems of the BDddle Ea^ But it 
Is one of those efforts to keeiTthe win- 
dow* and door* of communication 
open. We, as well as the Egyptians, 
know that our delegation doesn't 
have the authority to negotiate on 
behalf of Israel.*'

The Egyptian invitation to the four 
World Je^sh Congress represen- 
tatives was confirmed last week; 
details are expected from Cairo 
“any day." Klutzniek stated that 
they are “conunitted to g;o. In the 
absence of any adverse interven- 
tions.** 


KLUTZNICK was first broached 
with the idea by Rumanian Presi- 
dent Nieolae Ceaucescu, who urged 
him in 1975 to meet with Egyp- 
tian leaders. Last Spring. Austrian 
Chanceilor Bruno Kreisky called 
WJC president Nahum Goldmann. 
saying that Sadat was ready to 
receive a delegation from the WJC. 
but without Goldmann leading it 
(since he was once president of the 
World Zionist Organization) . Gold- 
mann asked Klutzniek to take his 
place. 

Throughout the past year. Klutz- 
nick has been tn contact with Dr. 
Aahraf Ghorbai, the Egyptian am- 
bassador to the U.S.. who assured 
him that Sadat “Is eager" tor the 


delegation to visit. Klutzniek said, In 
an aside, that he is friendly with 
(Shorbal on a soci^ basis, and has 
attended a lunch vrith King Hussein 
with ot^r businessmen In Chicago 
— even thou|^ he strongly. differs 
with teth of them on Middle Blast 
questions. 

idutznick maintained .that he In- 
tends to express to Sadat . “the 
foellngs of an American Je w about 
Israel," and -will not serve Egyptian 
propaganda by hla visit.' *" 

Active in Jewish affairs, Klutzniek 
helped establish the presidents* con- 
ference. was world president of 
B'nai B'rlth and of American 
.Friends of the Hebrew Uhiverslty, as 
.well as general-chairman of the 
United Jewitii Appeal. Be also has 
financial links with Israel, with a 
share in the Jerusalem Hilton Hotel 
(the interview took place in his 20th 
floor suite) which he co-owned with 
Abe Finebcrg before it was sold to 
West German interests (he 
preferred not to talk business). 

He feels that Israelis have been un- 
fair to Nahum (^Idmann, by criticiz- 
ing him. "for political reasons" and 
because “they tend to downgrade 
any Jew who doesn't settle here." 
Ctoldmann has a mission of “serving 
as a wandering ambassador for the 
Jewish People-. He's entitled to make 
mistakes and do what he wants." 

Asked about the WJC president's 
reputed self-admiration, Klutzniek 
would comment only generally: 
“There are very few political figurea 
who are worth their salt who don't 
have a measure of ego. Azui if they 
don’t have it at first, they develop it 
quickly from the isolation and aura 
in wliinli they live.”

HOLLAND can now boast of having 
683 **Righteoiis Gentiles," inchadlng 
the 46 people who received Tad 
Veshem xnedsla In Amsterdam on 
the first night of Hanukka. 

Our Amsterdam correspondent 
^'attended the moving award 
ceremony and writes that the pe^le 
honoured, some of them 
posthumously, represented a crossr 
section of the Dutoh nation. 

They came from Friesland in the 
north and from Umburg in the 
aouto. from Amsterdam and 
Hague and even more of them were 
from tiny vlllagea. Some were 
Cslvintsts, some Roman Catholics 
and some had no religious af- 
flUationa. There were clergymen, 
doctors and peasants them. 

Two of the women luuX been matron 
and Bsslatant matron of a chlldzen's 
holiday home and had hidden over 80 
Jewish youztgsters from the Nazi oc- 
cupiers. The legendary “Uncle 
Piet." wboae real name was 
Wybenga and who had been the 
resistance leader in Friesland, was 
also there. 

Ihe Netherlands' Justice Minister, 
Andziea van Agt, spoke at the 
gathering at which Israeli Am- 


bassador Avraham Kidron dis- 
tributed the awards. Be was at the 
time under considerable fire for hav- 
ing allowed war criminal Menten to 
escape from Holland and some of the 
guests were surprised to see him at 

the ceronony. In the course (tf his ad- 
dress, he said: “It is our duty to be 
on guard and. if necessary make 
sacrifices, to see that the State of 
Israel Is maintained." 

Our correspondent comments that 
while the Dutch press was full of the 
Menten case at the time, only one 
newspaper bothered to mention the 
honourlngof those who had helped to 
save Jews. s.B.
